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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 

1. Claims 1-7 are pending. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains two (2) paragraphs 
and does not describe the invention as now claimed. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 11 2\ 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention, 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The use of the phrase "as essential components" in claims 1 and 5 is not in 
accordance with current practice before the USPTO. The phrase commonly used is 
"consisting essentially of ,which phrase precedes the ingredients that are considered 
essential. 

It is suggested that applicants amend claims 1 and 5 as follows: 

a. Amend claim 1 to recite: ". . . comprising a composition consisting essentially 
of a water-absorbing . . 

b. Amend claim 5 to recite: . . comprising applying to said walls (1) a coating 
for water blocking agents consisting essentially of a water-absorbing. . .". 
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Please clarify the claims. 
5. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
How is a steel pile or a steel pipe applied to joint spaces on walls? Please clarify.
